2. Executive summary

On May 20, 2022, the state of Alabama implemented the Serious Mental Iliness (SMI) portion
of the demonstration.

In this demonstration, the Alabama Medicaid Agency (AMA) will maintain and enhance access
to mental health services and continue delivery system improvements for these services to
provide more coordinated and comprehensive treatment of Medicaid beneficiaries with Serious
Mental Illness (SMI). This demonstration will provide AMA with the authority to provide
high-quality, clinically appropriate treatment to beneficiaries with SMI while they are short-
term residents in residential and inpatient treatment settings that qualify as Institutions for
Mental Disease (IMD) in Baldwin and Mobile counties for Medicaid-eligible individuals ages
21-64 diagnosed with SMI.

Although reimbursement is limited to this region, Medicaid enrollees in need of inpatient
behavioral health services will be able to access services via the IMDs participating in the
demonstration, regardless of their county of residence. It will also support state efforts to
enhance provider capacity and improve access to a continuum of treatments for SMI.
